1. Dr. Scoville reported on the Executive Committee*s 
meeting on future housing of the Agency. The Committee will 
recommend to the DCI a proposal that all of the Agency, with 
the exception of NPIC, be housed at Langley after construction 
of additional buildings as necessary. Permission will be 
sought to use funds remaining from the Headquarters building 
appropriation to develop plans for a new building or buildings. 
An Agency working group will be formed to develop requirements. 

25X1 will be the DD/R representative. 

2. An Agency scientific and technical researc h board is 
being established under the chairmanship of the DDCI, with 
those components having such research responsibilities repre- 
sented. An executive secretary with a scientific background 
will be appointed. No DD/R nomination was decided upon. The 
possibility of having the executive secretary of the S&T 
Personnel A dvisory Board act in both capacities was discussed.

3. The DCI is establishing an outside panel to advise 
him on the overhead reconnaissance program.

Dr. Scoville favored Mr. Reber's 
suggestion of John McMahon as executive secretary in view 
of his responsibilities for planning and programing in this 
area. Colonel Ledford will consider Mr. McMahon as a possible 
nomination in light of Mr. McMahon 1 s heavy workload in OSA.
